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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

a. Species A, a stack of dielectric layers located over the surface of substrate 
comprising a carbon-doped Si02 dielectric layer having a first etch rate and a 
carbon-doped silicon nitride having a second etch rate wherein the carbon-doped 
Si02 dielectric layer and the carbon-doped silicon nitride dielectric layer have 
delectably different etch characteristics but generally equal dielectric constants 
and wherein the first etch rate is greater than the second etch rate. 

b. Species B, a stack of dielectric layers located over the surface of substrate 
comprising a carbon-doped Si02 dielectric layer having a first etch rate and a 
nitrogen-doped SiC having a second etch rate wherein the carbon-doped Si02 
dielectric layer and the nitrogen-doped SiC dielectric layer have delectably 
different etch characteristics but generally equal dielectric constants and wherein 
the first etch rate is greater than the second etch rate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
